Questioned as to the 
remedy, the ‘official stated that had a 
breakwater beon erected across the 
mouth of the Yaumati shelter the: force 
of the seas wottld have been broker, abd 
dt is oxtremoly unlikely tho. wrecks would 
have occurred. Ile"added that there was 
apparently nothing’ which’ would make 
the construction of such a breakwater

convulsions, aphasia, and paresis were 
seen, none. of the patients suffered from 
such complications. ns ‘nre -descrihed ‘as 
syneopal, or haemorrhagic, but the so- 
called.“ blackwater fever” haa been ob- 
served in this colony. It was reported 
aN oceurring in a ‘child “in.
